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REMARKS 

The present invention provides methods and compositions comprising a neuronal 
sodium channel antagonist for the prevention, amelioration or control of an ectoparasitic 
infection or infestation in a homeothermic animal. 

Claims 1-48 are pending in this application. Claims 1 and 26 have been amended. 
Claims 2-13, 18-25, 27-44 and 48 have been cancelled.

Examiner has further required the election of a single disclosed species. Applicants understand 
that the election of a species is for search purposes only and that Examiner will not limit the 
claims to the elected species. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the foregoing restriction on the grounds set forth herein. 
The method claims of groups I and II are classified in the same class and subclass. Separate , > 
searches are not required. The composition claims of Group III are useful specifically for the ,u \ 
control of ectoparasites. Contrary to Examiner's assertion, the compositons of Group III cannot 
be used in other methods such as analgesic, anesthetic and neurological syndrome 
amelioration. The best reason for requiring restriction is to prevent Examiner from having to do 
a multitude of separate searches for one application. In this case, however, the search areas 
for Groups I, II and III overlap so extensively that it would be inefficient to separate them. 
Applicants urge Examiner to reconsider this restriction requirement and allow all to be 
prosecuted in this one application. Examiner has not established that the restriction 
requirement is necessary or desirable. Applicants respectfullly request reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement. If Examiner nevertheless does not agree that all 
Groups should remain together, Applicants alternatively request that the number of Groups be 
substantially reduced; Applicants believe that, at the very least, Groups I and II should be 
combined. Further, Applicants request rejoinder for Groups I, II and III, should Examiner not 
withdraw the Restriction Requirement. 



Notwithstanding the above, and solely in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 
§1.143, Applicants hereby provisionally elect Group III, claims 26-48 drawn to compositions, for 
prosecution herein. Further, responsive to the required election of a single species within group 
III, Applicants elect the species of the composition disclosed on the first two rows of Tables III

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and IV of Examples 3 and 4 on pages 18 and 19, respectively, namely a sodium neuronal 
antagonist of formula la and an additional active ingredient, amitraz. Applicants note that an 
election of species has been held tantamount to a restriction requirement. Applicants 
reserve the right to file a divisional application on the non-elected subject matter. 

Applicants have amended claim 26 and cancelled claims 2-13, 18-25, 27-44 and 48 to 
exclude the non-elected subject matter. Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional 
application on the non-elected subject matter. Claim 1 has been amended to embrace all the 
limitations of the elected species. Applicants have not cancelled claim 1 in order to allow 
Examiner the opportunity for rejoinder. 

In conclusion, Applicants urge Examiner to reconsider and withdraw the scope of the 
restriction. Applicants respectfully request Examiner to enter the above amendments, consider 
the above remarks and allow the application. 

Prompt and favorable examination is cordially requested.
